civil Magistrates, one of the first j 
thoughts of the early settlers was to ' 
provide for a college of liberal cul- j 
ture. -.N hiie for the general diffusion ; 
of knowledge, primary schools were; 
established. This course was taken i 
as the necesary requirement of en-; 
lightened society. 
! 


"Such a policy, once adopted, has j 


continued to grow in extent. With 
the adoption of the Federal Constitu- j 
tion and the establishment of free: 
Governments in the States of the j 
Union, there was additional reason; 
for broadening the opportunity for \ 
education. Our country adopted the ^ 
principle of self-government by a • 
free people, those who were worthy \ 
of being free were worthy of being 
educated; those who had the duty 
and 
responsibility or 
government 


must necessarily have the education • 
with which to discharge the obliga- '• 
tions of citizenship. 
The Sovereign j 


had to be educated, the Sovereign i 
had become the people, schools and j 
universities were provided by the va- 
rious Governments and founded and

by private charity, until 


their buildings dotted all the land. 


"The willingness of the people to

burdens of maintaining 


these institutions, and the patriotic 
devotion of an army of teachers, 
who. in many cases, might have earn- 
ed larger incomes in other pursuits, j 
have made it possible to accomplish 
results with which we may well be 
gratified. But the task is not finish- 
ed, it has only been begun. 


"We have observed the evidences 


of a broadening vision of the whole 
educational system. This has includ- 
ed a recognition that education must 
not end with the period of school 
attendance, but must be given every 
encouragement thereafter. 
To this 


end, the night schools of the cities, 
the moonlight schools of the South- 
ern Appalachian countries, the ex- 
tension work of the colleges and 
universities, the provision for teach- 
ing technical, agricultural and me- 
chanical arts, have marked out the 
path to a broader and more widely 
diffused national culture. To insure 
the permanence and continuing im- 
provement of such an educational 
policy, there must be the fullest pub- 
lic realization of its absolute neces- 
sity. Every American citizen is en- 
titled to a liberal education. Without 
this, there is no guarantee for the 
permanence of free institutions; no 
hope of perpetuating 
self-govern- 


ment. Despotism finds its chief sup- 
port in ignorance. 
Knowledge and 


freedom go hand in hand.

"Now, therefore. I, Calvin. Cool- 


idge. President of the United States,

diphtheria some thirty years ago, the 
death rate of a prevalent and dreaded 
disease was reduced about So per 
cent. Although for a time, like all 
things new, objectors were legion, its 
value was proven and to-day, the 
physician who fails to give antitoxin 
in large doses atjthe very onset of a 
case of diphtheria, is se\erely criti- 
cized 
.

Yet with ail the care exercised, j 


Pennsylvania lost 1500 children from j 
this disease during the year 1922,'' j 
said Dr. Charles H. Miner, Secretary | 
of Health. That figure which is the j 
lov.-est for any one > ear since the es- j 
tablishment of the State Department' 
of Health, may be much further re- j 
duced. if the public will end its co- 
operation. 


As the result of the department's '. 


educational campaign, thousands ot, 
children of the'-State have already 
been immunized" against diphtheria j 
by toxin antitoxin, which is a harm- 
less fluid injected under the skin.' 
Three doses, a week apart, are neces- ' 
sarv and it must of course be given 
by a physician. The child so treated 
will be free from danger of contract-. 
ing diphtheria, probably oerrnanentiy 
at 3ea;-t for a sufficient number of 
vears TO co'-er school lite. 


Wholesale 
immunization 
would 


mean not ^nlv the saving of thou- 
sands of ir-es. but the avoidance of 
anxiety, suffering and economic loss 
in the tens of thousands of cases 
v.h:ch do 3 ot end fatally. 


Toxsn antitoxin is a preventative 


against diphtheria, not a cure. Given 
durinsj the progress of the disease, it 
Is useless, if not harmful- It requires 
three months or more to establish its 
inirrraniration effect and should be 
give" at a time when diphtheria is 
not pre\ alent. 


Physicians of Pennsylvania, exclu- 


si\e of Pittsburgh and Philadelphia 
\\hich have their own free distribu- 
tion, may procure toxin antitoxin free 
for the use of children from six 
months to and including six years of 
age. through the nearest State Clinic 
or Health Center, where certificates 
of parental consent may be obtained. 
Similar applications for children of 
school age will be filled at a minimum 
cost."
